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THE SANITARY CONVENTICN. 


The North Carolina Health Authorities in 
Convention, 

Rharvion., N. C., February 7.—[Special.] 
The state sanitary copvention was in session 
until a late hour last night. Professor Vena- 
ble, of the state university, read a valuable 
paper upon the drinking water of towns. The 
session was resumed this morning. A valua- 
ble paper was read by Professor J. L. Ludlow. 
on the disposal of refuse and garbage in the 
interest sanitation. Various modes of 
burning, freezing, .eiectricityv, distillation, 
filtration, precipitation and irrigation were 
discussed. The paper treated at length on 
the matter of the epoeai of garbage. At the 
conclusion of Professor Iedlow’s paper, ihe 
convention returned him thanks. 

Dr. Eugene Crissom, of Raleigh, spoke of 
the effect of sewerage upon the edible crops. 
It was stated by Professor Ludlow that such 
lertilizer was not injurious, and strawberry 
gardens near Paris were citedas an example. 

Dr. 1. FP. Wood read a paper on the disposal 
of sewage, and Dr. Tucker a paperon the 
duties and responsibilities of superintendents 
of health. 

A special committee was appointed, consist- 
ing of Drs. James McKee and Tucker, and 
Professor Venable, to niemorialize the lecisia- 
ture,with a view tosecuring the enactment of 
special legislation for the protection of the 
water sheds and water supplies. The conven- 
tion adjourned sine die this afternoon, and 
then, in a body, called upon Governor Fowle, 
of the executive office.

THE CONSUL ASKED TO RESIGN 


But Before Doing So, He Tells All About the 
Affair—How Bayard’s Inetructions 
Aided the Germans. 
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Wasninotron, February i 
Hiavrold M. Sewall, constl-general the 
Samoan islands, received notification jrom the 
state department that his resignation would be 
acceptable, on the grownd that his views were 
not in harmony with those of the administra- 
tion. 

An Asociated Press reporter called this 
afternoon upon Mr, Sewall and asked for a 
statement of the rensons given -by the state 
department in its request that he should ten- 
der his resiguation as consul general to Samoa. 
Mr. Sewall in reply said: 

“The reason given in the jietter asking my 
resignation is a disqareement of my expressed 
views with the views entertained by the state 
department in regard to Samoan affairs. This 
refers, I suppose, to the testimony I have 
given before senate cominittee on 
foreign relations, and which has not 
yet™ been — published. No disapproval 
of my conduct in Samoa as consni general has 
ever been expressed by the state department 
so far as I know, and indeed, it will appear 
from the cominiunication sent to congress in 
regard to the situation of affairs in Samoa, that 
the aepartment wrote me, commending my 
course in the ‘‘trying and delicate vosition,’’ as 
it was styled, in which I wasjplaced during 
the déposition of Mdteitoa, at the time of the 
conference of the powers. 

Only two months ago, when I requested that 
my leave of absence be extended, the request 
was denied for the reason as stated, that the 
situation of affairs in Samoa rendered 

MY PRESENCK THERE ADVISABLE, 
suggesting, no doubt, then of my fitness for the 
place. Asis well known, [ was on my way to 
iny.post when summoned to Washington to 
testify before the forcign relations committee. 
Last Thursday [ was discharged by the com- 
mittye, and affairs in Samoa being ina most 
critical condition, L immediately arranged to 
return to Samoa. No intimation was given me 
that IT should net be allowed to do so until 
Within a few hours of my intended departure, 
when I was notified to remain here. The 
purpose was obvious. My services 
were needed immediately, if at all 
Another steamer wonld not sail until March 
and it was the evident intention to detain me 
until after the incoming of the pext adminis- 
tration, upon which, as is known, I have not 
the slightest claim to political recognition.” 

Iteferring to his testimony before the scnate 
committee Mr. Sewall said: 

“T was under oath totellall I knew of affairs 
and to withhold nothing. The views I ex- 
pressed on the situation and the remedy neces- 
sary were given at the request of the commit- 
tee. Itwas not for me to consider whether 
these views agreed with Mr. Bayard or not. I 
do know, however, that my views coincide 
with those of all Americans who have given 
the matter any thought, the state department 
excepted, for which | cannot speak.’’

’ said Mr. Sewall, with delibera- 
tion, ‘that the deposition of Malietoa was de- 
termined upon before the conference of the 
three powers began, aud that it was tiie Ger- 
man intention to carry out the policy it had 
decided upon 
REGARDLESS OF THAT CONFERENCE. 
“The purpose of Germany is to secure control 


of Samoa in defiance of the solemn and repeat- 


ed assurances it has given to our government. 
Furthermore, I believe that Lord Salisbury is 
a party to the scheme, and that the movement 
against Samoa is only a precursor of an Anglio- 
Gierman attempt to secure supremacy in the 
llawaiian islands.”’ 

Mr. Sewall expressed the opinion that the 
sending of Admiral Kimberly to Samoan 
waters will accomplish nothing, because he has 
no orders beyond what had previously been 
given to Coumanders Leary and Mullan, who 
eould do nothing but protest.. As to what he 
thonght should be done, Mr. Sewall said: 

‘*] believe, with Secretary Whitney, that a 
definite policy should 
To send our ships there, with only their pres- 
ent instructions, is simply to subjecttheir ofti- 
cers and inen to humiliation, or what Secretary 
Whitney (using a polite term out of respect 
to Secretary Bayard). terms ‘irritating condi- 
tions,’ from which their self-respect makes 
them revolt.’ 

Mr. Sewall said that whatever his personal 
opinion of the attitude of Mr. Bayard in 
Samoan affairs might be, he had during his 
entire term of service loyally and implicitly 
followed the secretary’s instructions, notwith- 
standing they placed him in a false and hu- 
miliating position. Said he: 

“Asa representative of the government to 
which our citizens looked for protection, I was 
forced to see 

INDIGNITIES INFLICTED UPON THEM, 
their property scized and their trade destroyed. 
I had no power whatever to give them re- 
dress.”’ 

Mr. Sewall said that the Germans had de- 
clared martial law in Samoa previous to the 
recent occasion, haying done so without notice 
tothe Americans, when war was declared 
against Malietoa and at that time gross insults 
were offered to the Americans. 

‘“‘Were my regret,’’ said Sewall, ‘‘at the loss 
of our prestige in the Pacitic by our submis- 
sion to German aggression in Samoa, the 
measure of my humiliating experience there, 
I could await patiently the publication of my 
testimony and the certain results of an aroused 
and intelligent public opinion. But such is 
not the case. To my 

LASTING CHAGRIN AND SORROW, 
misled by Mr. Bayard and acting under his in- 
structions, | misled the weak and suffering 
Samoans into fresh misfortunes. Upon Mr. 
Bayard and myself, as an innocent instrument 
obeying his instructions, must rest, in a large 
measure, the grievous responsibility for the 
distress which now threatens the yery exist- 
ence of the Samoan people. When I arrived 
in Samoa the insurrection of Tamasese, fos- 
tered by German officials for purposes now 
made plain, was on the point of disintegration. 
Malietoa, who had been repeatedly held back 
by our representatiues from asserting 
his authority, had determined to tolerate 
this no longer. At this juncture the 
day after I arrived, I received instructions, of 
which the purport was that I should restrain 
Malietoa and I did so, giving him to under- 
stand, as Mr. Bayard had given me to under- 
stand, that neither he nor his people would be 
allowed to suffer from following the advice I 
gave him in the nameof our government. 
Malietoa yielded at my solicitations and our 
national honor was pledged that as a treaty 
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THE INDEPENDENT EXISTENCE OF SAMOA. 

‘“‘As events have shown, I cou!d not better 
have served the German purpose than by this 
inission of mine to Malietoa. As a matter of 
fact, public documents before congress show 
that tnstruotions, in obedience to which I acted 
on this occasion, were sent me at the instica- 
tion of the German and English consuls. 

‘In less than a month German ships arrived, 
Malietoa and his chiefs were deported, a man 
whose life I had saved by my intervention was 
installed in his place, pitiless persecution be- 
gun against Samoans suspected of friendship 
for our flag, and German control as effectually 
established as under open annexation.- Hav- 
ing restrained the Samoans when they . could 
have destroyed Tamasese, and, with his de- 
struction, the basis for German interference 
during the remainder of my service, 
their submission to the igevitable, trusting that 
finally, when the truth was known, our prom:

A COLOLKED APPEAL 
To the White People for Justice and Protec. 
tion, 

CHaxceston,S. C., February 7.—[Special.}— 
The conference of the African church has just 
adjourned at Georgetown. One of the last 
acts of the conference was the adoption ofa 
resolution expressing sorrow and regret.at the 
reports of the race trouble throughout the 
south. The resolution says: 

We are kecnly sensible of the difticultics of the 
existing relation of the races in these states, and 
hence we p.aytully admonish our own people io be 
disereet and forbeariug in all cases, but at thesame 
time we respectfully urge upon our white fellow- 
citizens the obligations which are imposed on 
them by the law of righteousness, as : well as 
the laws of the laud to accord to the colored people 
in their midst the due measure of justice and secu- 
rity of person and property dueall alike. Further- 
more, we appeal to the Christian sentiment of the 
whole country that it should be no longer silent on 
these matters. Cod hasshut us upinthisland to 
the issue of acommon destiny. Our presence and 
history in America is notof our own selection. It 
is Clearly Providential, and hence we claim for 
ourselves and our childrentbe common rights of 
liberty and protection under the law.’

IDENTIFYING REPORTS, 

Witness identified a report dated September

A circular issued in November, 1885, asked 
that funds be transmitted to Dr. O'Reilly and 
announced that a convention would be held at 
Chicago in 1886, which Mr. Parnell would at- 
tend. It warned members net to talk of “U. 
S.’’ matters outside, and said that babblers 
would be expelled. 

Witness wished to tear some private memo- 
randa from the circular. 

Sir Charles Russell objected, and the court 
sustained the objection. 

Witness said he visited the southern states 
in November, 1885, with a letter from Eagan, 
describing him as a most devoted friend of 
Irish nationalists. 

This testimony was greeted with 
in which witness heartily joined.

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Sinking of an English Steamer by Coming 
Into Collisien With a Bark. 

LonvoN, February 7.—It has been ascer- 
tained beyond doubt that the steamer which 
was sunk in collision with the British bark 
Largo Bay, off Beachy Head on Monday night, 
was the Glencoe, belonging to Glen Line, 
of Glasgow. The Glencoe was bound from 
Liverpool for London. She carried a crew 
numbering fiity-four men, all of whom were 
presuinably drowned. She had no passengers. 
She was last reported as having passed Prawle 
Point Monday. The Glencoe was a three- 
masted iron screw steamer of 1,001 tons. She 
was built at Glasgow in 1878, was owned by 
MeGregor, Gow & Co, and was rated i00 Al 
at the British Lioyds. 

DAMAGE TO THE BARK, 

The force of the collision was so great that 
the foremast of the Largo Bay was jerked out 
and fell across her deck house, crushing it. A 
wild tompest was raging at the time of the ac- 
cident, and snow was falling so thickly that it 
was impossible for the lookout on either vessel 
to see the lignts of the other until a collision 
was inevitable. The Glencoe forged ahead, 
trying to cross the Largo Bay’s bow, bnt failed 
todosoand ran at full speed into the bark, 
demolishing ten feet of her bow. The Largo 
Bay would also have sunk had she not been 
provided with water tight sections. The sud- 
denness of the shock dazed the crew of the 
bark. They saw nothing further of the steamer, 
but could make out her crew struggling in the 
water. It was impossible, however, to render 
them any assistance, all of the Largo Bay’s 
boats being smashed. The wind blew with 
such force that the sails of the bark were torn 
toshreds and a boy was carried overboard. 
The bark weathered the storm until rescued 
and towed into Cowels.

THE GOVERNOR AND MANY CONTESTS | 


Governor Gordon is Just Now Wondering Whether 
it is Meant That He Must Devote His Time to 
Hearing All of the Contest Cases—Unueéer the 
Lew es it Stands, We Will Have Littie Time 
During the Next Month for Anything Else. 

Still another contestea clection case came 
on for a hearing before Governor Gordon yes- 
terday. 

This time J. M. Salter is contesting the elec- 
tion of E. B. Martin as sheriff of Lee county. 

The case was heard in the supreme court- 
room—that is, the governor listened all day to 
the testimony, which is very voluminonrs. He 
will hear the argument today. 

For several days past the whole time of 
Governor Gordon has becn taken up with the 
hearing of contested election cases. He has 
been sitting as a judge, morning, afternoon, 
and often several hours into the night. These 
cases are taking up al) of his valuable time, 
and this leaves him not a moment to devote to 
other important business of the state which 
demands his attention as governor. 

But this is not all. The trouble is just be- 
ginning. 

There are about thirty of these contested 
sases to be heard, and the governor thinks that 
it will take him a month to get through with 
them. This means that he must sit as judge 
in those cases, give all of his time to hearing 
evidence and argument in contested election 
eases and none of his time tothe daily duties 
of the executive department. 

The law makes it the duty of the governor 
to hear contested election cases, but is utter- 
ly impossible for him to sit as judge and dis- 
charge his many other important duties as 
governor at one and the same time. 

Attorney-General Anderson was asked last 
night what he thought about it. 

“IT think,” said he, ‘that the law ought to 
be changed.” 

“In what way?”’ 

“So as to make it the duty of the judges of 
the superior courts in the state to hear contest- 
ed election cases arising in the counties of the 
various circuits over which they preside. ‘That 
would divide the Jabor and relieve the gov- 
ernor of the orerous duty of hearing all of 
these cases, and also of the necessity of delay- 
ing, if not neglecting, other important duties 
of the executive department.” 

This important matter will be brouglt to 
the attention of the legislature at their sum- 
mer session.

ELOOUENTLY DELIVERED AT CON- 
CORDIA HALL LAST NIGHT. 


DUTY OF PARENTS TO CHILDREN. 


Mrz. Longshore-Potts, M. D., Lectures on the Bub- 
ject of “Physiology, Health and Disease.’ —She 
Was Enthusiastically Reeeived, and Fully Sus- 
tained Her Reputation as One of the Greatest 
Lecturers of the Day.

Mrs. Dr. Longshore-Potts’s lecture at Con 
cordia hall last night was well attended, not- 
withstanding the extremely cold weather and 
the various other attractions which claimed 
the attention of the public. 

The audience contained some af Atlanta’s 
most prominent citizens, and was a representa- 
tive one in every respect. It showed its ap- 
preciation of the eminent doctor’s most excel- 
Jent discourse by the close attention which was 
paid ner throughout the entire evening. 

Mrs. Potts is a lecturer of world-wide repu 
tation, and her lecture last night showed that 
she fully deserves the high commendation 
which she has received wherever she has ap- 
peared. She has delivered her lectures in all 
the principal cities of this country and Europe, 
and the press and people of both countries are 
unanimous in their praise of her ability asa 
physician and elognence as alecturer. Mrs. 
Potts does not confine herself to dry physio- 
logical facts and jaw-breaking medical terms, 
but speaks upon every day matters in language 
which, while forcible, isso simpie and direct 
that anybody can understand her. 

The lecturer was presented to the audience 
last night by Mr. E. W. Tugwell, a gentleman 
well-knownin Atlanta. Mr. Tugwell stated 
in his introduction that he had known Mrs. 
Potts for a number of years, having first met 
herin London, where she was delivering a 
series of lectures. His meeting with her here 
in Atlanta was a most pleasant one, and he 
hoped she would be as highly appreciated here 
as she had been in Europe. 

After apologizing to the audience for the 
coldness of the hall, which she assured them 
would not occur again, and thanking them for 
their hearty welcome, Mrs. Potts began her 
lecture, in the course of which he said: 

‘We have come into this world to grow into 
a perfect manhood and womanhood—pbysi- 
cally, mentally and soulfully. In order 
that we may achieve this full 
development of our natures we must under- 
stand ourselves. To know himself and the 
laws which goverr the various parts of his 
nature is the first duty of man. Al over the 
world are people devoting their hours to study. 
To live wiser, in order that we may have more 
enjoyment ourselves, and to live betterin order 
that we may give greater happiness to 
others. One may study music, another 
science and another history, but 
all should study the laws of health. that we 
may become strong and vigorous. It is by 
their study that we are enabled to attain to 
health, strength, peace, joy and love in the 
world. Infants die because of the sins and 
ills of their parents: We say that God takes 
these innocents to the him, but that is an er- 
ror. God would never send a human soul into 
this world for an hour to bloom and die like 
a Fose bud. It iz ourselves who 
send the children away by our neglect of 
them. Letus, then as intelligent men and 
women study to learn those laws by which we 
Inust live out our allotted years. 

“In olden time as we read in the Bible, men 
and women lived to be three, four and six hun- 
dred years old, but now we are astonished if 
we find a human being who is one hundred 
and fifty years of age. One of the 
reasons for this breaking down of the 
race is the undue strain upon the brain. Men- 
tal labor produces nervous exhaustion and 
wears out the body. We are ‘over-educating 
our Children, and their soft brain cannot stand 
the strain. Childrén should be trained bo:ly 
and mind together. Inthe old time people 
lived simply. They did not have to read 
books; they had only to go fishing and take 
healthy bodily exercise. But the doctors can- 
not make muscle for us. We have 
to do that ourselves. Now das a 
girl can ~play’ the pian fox two 
hour oma stretch, but when shéis asked to 
sweep a room or perform some other slight 
task she connot do it because she is too weak. 
Young men study until they cannot walk a 
mile. They ought to exercise more and study 
less. They ought to digin the garden and 
saw wood instead of pouring over books until 
late at night.’’ 

Here the doctor pointed out on the chart 
the different muscles of the body, 
and explained the effect of 
not exercising ther, and gave 
direction for their proper development. She 
also produced a skeleton and proceeded to ex- 
plain how bones are made, and the affect upon 
them caused by making a child walk too soon 

‘*Mothers,’’ continued the doctor, ‘‘know 
how to take care of tlowers, but they know 
nothing, or almost nothing, of the needs 
of their children. While they know 
that different plants need different 
nourishment they do not know that 
all children ought not to have the same 
care and treatment. One needs brain food, 
another muscular food and a third, flesh, and 
it is the duty of every mother to know enough 
of the human system to enable her to under- 
stand what should be given to each child.”’ 

The lecturer closed by saying that she would 
deliver a lecture this afternoon at 2:30, to 
ladies only, and another tonight at 8, to which 
the public is eordially invited. Both these 
lectures will be free, and no doubt 
a great many will avail themselves of this op- 
portunity of hearing one of the most talented 
lady lecturers in the country. The lecture 
this afternoon will be of special interest to 
ladies, and every mother in Atlanta should by 
all means hear it.

(ake charge of us, and make us go to work. If they 
don'tmake us g~>to work, and don’t work for us, 
what good will their coming do? 

It is a fact of history that the African race, 
when carried in larze numbers to any country in- 
habited by the whites, have not only demoralized 
the whites, butruinedtheconntry. History shows 

ethat in the long run there is no exception, It may 
be replied, that the relicton and civilization of this 
wuntry are different. There isno government nor 
form of civilization more favorable to its ruin by 
the presence of both races than this country. Our 
political and social relations have nothing in them 
to improve the negro race, orto stimulate their aim- 
bitten or to cultivate their higher natures.

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“S¥er to these growers that will fit so well 
as favorable action on their demands; and, 
as a matter of policy, the democratic party, 
which finds itself growing weaker in Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia and North Carolina, 
ought to make a concession that is, after 
all, in the direction of pure democracy.

Editor Watterson himself. who has stood 
up for the internal revenue system through 
thick and thin, notwithstanding the fact 
that it isrepublican and oppressive, has at 
last announced that heis no longer in favor 
of the oppressive tax on tobacco. Ina 
epeech recently delivered before the Louis- 
ville Tobaceo club, he remarked:

Let mc say 
to you, confidentially, that, as to the tax on tobac- 
co, Lhave never been in the spirit much against 
you. It wasacase, you see, of divided duty; my 
head went one way and my heart the other, I have 
niways known that the tax on tobacco—more even 
than many other taxes—-is vexatious and burden- 
some, and have always sympathized with the feel- 
ing on your part that the methods of its collection 
involved in some sort an unfair discrimination 
against you, Qnitea while szo I made upmy mind 
that the question of its removal was only a question 
of time, and practically gave up the fight, for. as 
no man will stand by his guns longer than I will 
while there isa shot in the catsson, no man is more 
averse than I tothe uselcss effusion of smoke: and 
so, gentlemen, I began to+pire you as far back as 
the foriy-ninth congress. Secing all that is here to- 
night, lam glad Idid, And now let us smoke to- 
gether the pipeof peace. If I was wrong, you have 
whipped me and bad your redress. Lf you were 
wrong, God knows I forgive you!’’ 

We have always claimed that while Ed- 
itor Waterson’s head is always wrong, very 
wrong, his heart is always right. We be- 
lieve that if he was removed away from the 
influence of the whisky ring, he would be 
in favor of the repeal not only of the tobacco 
tax, but of the whisky tax as well, 

The laws under which these taxes are co}- 
lected are undemocratic and un-Ameriean, 
and therefore burdensome and oppressive. 
They have been fought by the democratic 
party from the day of its foundation. In 
Jetferson’s time they were imposed by the 
federals and repealed by the democrats; in 
our time they were imposed by the republi- 
cans for war purposes, and it remained for 
the small democratic politicians to uphold 
them tothe indorsing of the party.

The Clayton Murder, 

The assassination of John M. Clayton, of 
Arkansas, has proven a delicious morsel for 
the republican press, and a general demand 
has been issued by the bloody shirt poli- 
ticians that the republican majority of the 
next house refuse to seat Mr. Breckinridge, 
whose election Clayton was contesting when 
assassinated at Plummerville, to . which 
place he had gone to get evidence. 

It is probable that Mr. Breckinridge will 
be forced into a fight for his seat, and it is 
possible that he may lose it, though we do 
not believe that the republican majority will 
be guilty of such folly. Brcekeniridge’s ma- 
jority was nearly eight hundred, and the 
contest was inaugurated simply in the hope 
that the next house would develop such par- 
tisan blindness as to seat every republican 
contestant. Had Clayton lived to push his 
case he would have found that even the re- 
publican house would not have dared to lay 
itself open to such criticism as would have 
been evoked by unseating Mr. Breckinridge 
in the face of the returns showing his title 
to his seat. 

The assassination of Clayton was a hein- 
ous crime, and nothing should be left un- 
done to locate and punish the perpetrators 
But the crime is one which might have been 
committed in Minnesota as well as in Ar- 
kansas. ‘There is absolutely no evidence to 
show that it was a political murder, and 
even if it were, the south shouldn't be 
charged with its responsibility any more 
than should the peaceful citizens of the 
north be held accountable for every crimg 
committed by the thugs and murderers 
among them. 

But it suits extreme republican organs to 
saddle this horrible deed on the south, and 
to parade it asa political crime. They are 
welcome to what they can make out of it, 
The south can stand it.

A Secenine Reform. 
bill now pending in the New York leg- 
islature makes a plea of guilty in a murder 
ease of no effect, by providing that when i! 
is entered the defendant shall be tried by a 
jury in the same manner.as though the plea 
of guilty had not been made. 

The New York Sun admits that there 
may be good reasons for refusing to accepi 
a plea of guilty in cases of murder in the 
first degree, because there have been nu- 
merous instances in which persons have 
falsely accused themselves. Some years ago 
on Long Island, in the Maybee ease, the 
man who confessed his guilt turned out to 
be entirely innocent, and a negro was after- 
wards tried and convicted. <A_ similar case 
also happened many years ago in Vermont, 
and others may be found in the lawooks 
and newspapers. 

The reform proposed in New York will 
strike many conservative people as too rad- 
ical a change, but upon reflection it will be 
seen that it is in line with the humane ten- 
dency of modern criminal law. In old times 
a prisoner was not allowed the privilege of 
being defended by counsel; now if he is 
unable to secure one, the court will appoint 
a lawyer to act for him. Formerly every 
effort was made to torture him into confess- 
ing; now not only a prisoner but wiinesses 
are warned by the court to say nothing that 
will criminate them. 

So, it is only another step in the same di 
rection to say that a prisoner's plea of 
guilty in a murder case shall not be accept- 
ed. He may be of unsound mind, or he may 
be mistaken. Other parties may be impli 
cated with him. <A trial is needed to bring 
out all the facts. 

[t is quite likely that the bill will become 
a law, and it would not be a rash prediction 
to say that other states will follow the ex- 
ample of New York. With honest and in- 
telligent juries, such a law would produce 
no worse consequences than an increase of 
court expenses,

It seeins 
to be a@ common practice with poor 
people to call, in cases of illness, physicians 
other than the city physicians. <All of their 
money is spent in doctors’ fees, and then, in 
case of death, the city is called upon to furnish 
burial. 

No fault is found with the city physicians 
themselves, but it was felt that it would per- 
haps be better for the city to have not more 
than two or three physicians, and pay eath 
such a salary as would warrant the employ- 
ment of some of the city’s most prominent 
physicians.
